NOTL’s Chamber of Commerce recognizes firefighters, businesses with Spirit awards 


A strong community needs 
strong leadership—and last 
October, Queen Street mer¬ 
chants found themselves 
indebted to the strong lead¬ 
ership of the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Fire Department 
and its volunteer firefighters. 

It takes 110 volunteers and 
just five paid staff members 
to serve NOTL and its five 
districts, Janice Thomson 
told those gathered at White 
Oaks Conference Resort 
Tuesday to celebrate the 


Spirit of Niagara Awards, an 
annual celebration of busi¬ 
ness people and volunteers 
sponsored by the NOTL 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Volunteer firefighters par¬ 
ticipate in an eight-week 


pass a physical test at Brock 
University and once they 
qualify train one evening a 
week during the entire life of 
their volunteer service, said 
niomson. 

The cost savings are re¬ 


invested into the heart of the 
system—first-class equip¬ 
ment for first-class fire halls, 
three of them new since 
2000, and training sessions to 
keep volunteers prepared to 
address emergency needs. 

Every volunteer is trained 
as a first responder, and fire¬ 
fighters are often first on the 
scene of collisions—often to 
find someone they know 
injured or killed, she said. 

“Armchair firefighters are 
as common as armchair 


quarterbacks—everyone 
thinks they know what they 
would have done. But on Oct 
25, when we had the dreadful 
fire on Queen Street, hun¬ 
dreds of people watched in 
awe, speechless as the full 
team of volunteers valiantly 
contained the fire to two 
buildings. With wooden 
buildings just inches from 
the fire on both sides, it 
appeared to be a miracle that 
saved them,” said Thomson. 

“But it was intense train¬ 


ing, week after week, year 
after year. The quality of the 
tr ainin g and the devotion of 
the volunteers shone 
through that day, but what 
we didn’t see were all the 
other occasions these volun¬ 
teers were called out.” 

There were 801 calls in 
2009,900 in 2008 and 971 in 
2007—almost 2.5 a day, said 
Thomson, and “surely a vol¬ 
unteer effort worthy of our 
recognition.” 

“This group of volunteers 


makes the department what 
it is, make no mistake about 
it,” said Fire Chief Ken 
Eden, accepting the award 
on their behalf 
“ They make personal and 
family sacrifices all the time 
and no matter what, each call 
is treated with the same 
degree of professionalism. 
The spirit of volunteerism is 
alive and well in NOTL.”

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Bogusat brothers on aid mission to Haiti home safe and sound

They’re safe, they’re 
healthy, and thanks to the 
US military, Wally and 
Howard Bogusat are 

It’s been a struggle to 
communicate, and their 
wives and families, receiv¬ 
ing bits and pieces of some¬ 
times contradictory infor¬ 
mation daily, knew they 
were well, but at the same 
time were relieved to see 
them on home soil after a 
day of travel that began at 
4 a.m. Tuesday morning 
and ended that evening for 
Wally, but not until 
Wednesday morning for 
Howard. 

The Bogusats had made 
their way to the airport 
Tuesday morning, and 
were first told there was no 
flight for them. One US 
soldier who Howard is call¬ 
ing “our angel” told them 


to get in line and look like 
they belonged there, which 
they did. 

They walked on to a US 
military cargo plane— 
when they boarded they 
had no idea where they 
were headed or if they 
would be turfed—and as it 
lifted off, looked at each 
other and realized they 
were finally on their way 
home, said Howard. 

Arriving at a military 
base in Orlando, Florida 
TUesday afternoon, they 
were greeted by Red Cross 
representatives handing 
out fruit juice, tooth brush¬ 
es and other items the trav¬ 
ellers might need, and 
transported to an airport 
where they could make 
arrangements for commer¬ 
cial flights home. 

Wally, headed to New 
York, where his wife Alice 
was staying with his daugh¬ 
ter. He was planning on 
being home in Virgil today. 

“It feels good to be back

on home soil with comfort¬ 
able living conditions,” he 
said. 

Howard was a little 
later getting to Buffalo, and 
arrived home about 1:30 
p.m. Wednesday morning. 

The men had been in 
Haiti almost two weeks, 
staying in a village about 
four hours north of Port- 
au-Prince, until the day 


before the earthquake. 

But the day tragedy hit 
Port-au-Prince, they had 
traveled to the Haitian 
capital to visit a church 
there, with plans to return 
home to Canada the next 

They were on their way 
to the church when the 
earthquake hit, and the 
roads are so bad, says 


Wally, that they thought it 
was just hitting more 
bumps. 

Howard says “the 
ground shook, winds blew 
dust all around, and trees 
shook like a dog shaking 
water off its back.” 

Fortunately for the trav¬ 
ellers, there was a retaining 
wall bordering the road, 
and they were spared fly¬ 
ing debris, and they made it 
back to their hotel. 

About five hours after 
TV stations began broad¬ 
casting news of the 7.0 
earthquake and the devas¬ 
tation in Haiti, an 
American staying at the 
same Port-au-Prince hotel 
as the Bogusats was able to 
phone a relative in the US 
and ask that messages be 
sent to Lorraine and Alice 
to let them know their hus¬ 
bands were safe. 

Howard says they slept 
fully clothed with their 
passports and papers, 
ready to bolt if necessary, 
but although there were 
aftershocks, he felt safe— 
he had a feeling, he said, 
“that this is not where it 
ends,” that he still has work 
to do. 

The hotel survived the 
night, but the Bogusats had 
given away most of then- 
cash as they always do 
before returning home 


from Haiti, and money 
machines and credit cards 
were not working, so the 
men returned to a guest 
house owned by the Haiti 
Lutheran Mission Society 
in Gonaives, north of Port- 
au-Prince. It was far 
enough away to be safe 
from aftershocks but expe¬ 
riencing a shortage of fuel 
and regular electricity out- 

^ On the way, says 
Howard, they tried to refu¬ 
el, but the first time, after 
waiting in a lengthy line 
until there were only two 
vehicles in front of them, 
an official pointed a gun at 
them and told them to 
move on—cooking oil got 
them to the next gas sta- 

The men were in touch 
with the embassy about 
transportation home, but 
expected to wait their turn 
while people in more des¬ 
perate situations were 
brought home. 

And not before they 
had a glimpse of the devas¬ 
tation in Port-au-Prince, 
the many destroyed build¬ 
ings and dead bodies linin g 
the street, said Wally. 

They waited out their 
days in relative comfort, 
with food and shelter, 
knowing they were safe.

They never felt then- 
own safety was threatened 
in any way, Wally said— 
the worst of it was know¬ 
ing something of the 
destruction of Port-au 
Prince and the suffering of 
the people there, and also 
the frustration of not 
being able to communi¬ 
cate with their families 
back home. 

Harold was on his 
eighth trip to Haiti with 
the Lutheran mission. He 
goes once or twice a year 
to see what is needed in 
their community of 
churches, and to oversee 
the distribution of the 
goods that are sent from 
Niagara. 

Wally has been able to 
be more involved with the 
mission since his retire¬ 
ment from MB Foods, but 


this was his first trip to 
Haiti. 

“It’s a country where 
every time people take 
one step forward they’re 
pushed two steps back,” 
he says, referring to fre¬ 
quent hurricanes and 
floods that damage poor¬ 
ly-constructed buildings. 
But nothing has matched 
the destruction of this lat¬ 
est earthquake, which will 
take billions of dollars and 
years to recover from, he 

“I don’t know where 
that money is going to 
come from, considering 
the economic situation in 
the rest of the world,” said 
Wally. “What is happening 
there now is utter chaos. 
Port-au-Prince is Haiti, 
and there is so much 
destruction.” 

There is no fuel, little 
access to money, and no 


government—the build¬ 
ings were destroyed and 
many officials killed, adds 
Howard. 

The Lutheran mission 
shipped containers of 
goods to Haiti last 
October, goods that are 
still sitting at the dock 
waiting for distribution, 
says Wally. Although that 
shipment was destined for 
Gonaives, he expects the 
Haitian Lutherans will see 
some of it will be directed 
to Port-au-Prince and sur¬ 
rounding neighbourhoods. 

“I feel good about what 
we shipped,” he said. 

“Our taxi driver was 
wearing a T-shirt that said 
Port Weller Soccer Club, 
so we know what we’re 
sending is being used. 
We’ll begin to collect 
goods again, hopefully to 
ship by April, and we’ll 
need the funds for ship¬ 


ping. If anyone wants to 
help they can donate to 
the mission society—it 
costs us $12,000 for each 
shipment.” 

To donate: There are 
many agencies and organi¬ 
zations accepting aid for 
Haiti, including the local 
Red Cross. Donations can 
be made online at 
www.redcross.ca, call 1- 
800-481-1111 or go in per¬ 
son to 211 Church St. in St. 
Catharines between 8:30

The Haiti Lutheran 
Mission Society pastor in 
Port-au-Prince has a bank 
account that is still accessi¬ 
ble—many are not, says 
Howard—and funds 

donated would be spent 
by a pastor he trusts. 

“He’s my hero,” says 
Howard. Call him at 905- 
468-3566 for more infor¬ 
mation.

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How do we at home 
best help Haitians in need? 

Is anyone else confused about the best way to help 
Haitians? 

So many of them have nothing—had next to nothing 
even before the recent devastation of the earthquake, but 
now are in desperate need of even the most basic of essen- 

There is no doubt it will take years to rebuild and foreign 
aid will be the only way to accomplish that. But meanwhile 
there are more immediate needs, including food, shelter 
and medical aid, and despite an outpouring of generosity 
there is a fear that it is not getting to the right people, and 
certainly not soon enough. 

Our money is on the Red Cross, although there are many 
agencies who appear to be organized and efficient— 
ShelterBox in particular seems Idee a good way to con¬ 
tribute. But even foreign aid sent by governments, we are 
told, sits on tarmacs at the airport, with no method of dis¬ 
tribution and rampant corruption, or in ships in a harbour 
that has no infrastructure for unloading. 

While the US has received some criticism for taking 
charge, it needed to be done. The country and the people, 
we hear and see daily on news reports, are in chaos, 
ungovemed, with no access to money or supplies. 

The Red Cross seems to be the agency most experienced 
at dealing with tragedies of such epic proportions in coun¬ 
tries with so little order, and seems to have the most con¬ 
tacts on the ground and be the best able to liaison with the 
military. 

Yet we all hear daily from others who know individuals 
and agencies—the Bogusats’ Haiti Lutheran Mission, 
Doctors Without Borders, F1DA, and others—who also 
have contacts already in place and working in Haiti, and 
may be just as skilled at getting aid distributed where it can 
be put to work immediately. 

While we may not all agree on how best to help, we can’t 
help but agree on the fundamental need to contribute. We 
must do our research, and then we must do our best.

Recently the Prime 
Minister, in responding to a 
question, pointed out that 
even with the vituperation 
we hear from parliament, 
things are not nearly so 
unruly in comparison with 
previous generations. 
Certainly some of the events 
of the early politicians of 
Ontario would bear out this

A friend of the archives of 
St. Mark’s has shown us a 
document signed by William 
Weekes. The document 


relates to a land transfer 
near Toronto. Weekes, how¬ 
ever, has an interesting and 
violent connection to 
Niagara. 

Weekes was born in 
Ireland. After living some 
time in the United States, he 
established himself in York 
(Toronto) in 1798 where he 
was admitted to the bar. 
Weekes was a man of intem¬ 
perate tongue. 

He wrote that the “bless¬ 
ings” of the United States 
were “evinced in the broil of 


faction, the spirit of enmity 
and the practices of fraud.” 
He said its independence 
was “a savage licentiousness 
uncontrolled by authority 
and undignified by sover¬ 
eignty.” 

While this sentiment might 
have established him as a 
good citizen of this country, 
his lack of discretion made 
him unpopular with the gov¬ 
ernment of Upper Canada. 
He was elected, however, in 
a by-election for the riding of 
Durham, Simcoe and East 
York. 

Early in his career he had 
supported Hunter as 
Governor but in 1806, while 
he and William Dickson 
were both counsels in the 
Niagara Assizes, he referred 
to the late Lieutenant 



William Weekes 


Governor as a “Gothic bar¬ 
barian whom the providence 
of God .. .removed from this 
world for his tyranny and 
iniquity”. 

Dickson took issue with 
this verbal abuse of a 


Governor and of one who 
was no longer able to defend 
himself. Weekes challenged 
Dickson to a duel. Duels in 
Canada were not acceptable; 
so they crossed to Fort 
Niagara. Weekes was 
severely wounded. Tradition 
has it that he was brought 
back to Canada where he 
died the next day. Addison 
records the burial. Since the 
only burial ground at that 
time was St. Mark’s, it is 
assumed that Weekes was 
interred there, but unfortu¬ 
nately no record of the grave 
has been found. 

The behaviour of politi¬

Former alderman, regional councillor 
taking a run at office of Lord Mayor 


Dave Eke, former 
regional councillor and 
alderman, has announced 
he will compete for the 
office of Lord Mayor in 
the October municipal 
election. 

“I am aware of a growing 
number of people within 
our community who feel 
apathy towards our town 
council. This is sympto¬ 
matic of a council that is 
perceived as not listening 
to or representing the 
interests of its citizens,” 
says Eke. 

He feels confident his 
past experience as aider- 
man and regional council¬ 
lor has prepared him for 
this next step, he says. 

“I think I could provide 
leadership, and I think 
that’s something NOTL 
wants at this time,” says 
Eke. 

“It is important for citi¬ 
zens to be engaged at the 
local level of politics and

As mayor, I will 
provide leadership for 
council to deliberate and 
resolve present issues and 
provide the opportunity 
for councillors to express 
their viewpoints of what 
NOTL might become - 
through a consensus¬ 
building forum.”

Zalepa and a committee of 
NDSS supporters have pre¬ 
pared a brief that lists 10 points 
recapping events, going back 
to the board’s accommodation 
review of NDSS in 1999, that 


have led to the current si 
tion, he says. 

It includes some matters that 
they believe were handled 
improperly and that might not 
have met with board or provin¬ 
cial policy, says Zalepa. 

It also compares educational 
services and taxes paid in 
neighbouring communities, he 
says, and makes note of the 
demographics in town, which 
an independent consulting 
report says points to a growing 
young population. 

He believes the document 
builds a good case for a high 
school in NOTL, and hopes 
the outcome could be a new, 
right-sized school for 500 stu-

happening to us’,” he says. 

While none of the informa¬ 
tion is new, he adds, it’s the first 
time it has all been compiled 
and included in one document 
for people to read and “see the 
whole big picture.”

Any one of us could need March of Dimes one day

Pam Wilson has no diffi¬ 
culty explaining the impor¬ 
tance of the work of the 
March of Dimes: although 
we might not expect to, any 
one of us could need its 
help one day. 

For more than 50 years, 
March of Dimes has been 
helping people with dis¬ 
abilities, and now provides 
a variety of services to 
more than 40,000 Canadian 
each year. 

“As we age we are all 
likely to be faced with 
physical challenges,” says 
Wilson. 

“I think of volunteering 
for the March of Dimes as 
a kind of insurance for the 
type of service we might 
need as we age. We all hope 
we’re not going to need it 


but it’s comforting to know 
it’s there if we do.” 

Wilson’s mother suf¬ 
fered from severe arthritis, 
and received therapy and a 
walker, thanks to March of 

A large chunk of its 
budget is spent on helping 
stroke victims, but the 
organization was founded 
to help polio sufferers. 

Wilson remembers hear¬ 
ing the late June Callwood, 
a Toronto journalist and 
activist, speaking of the 
work of the March of 
Dimes, which helps polio 
victims cope with the phys¬ 
ical challenges caused by 
the disease, and feeling 
motivated to help. 

As a child in 1953, 
Wilson, now 62 and a 
retired school teacher, was 
one of the last wave of peo¬ 
ple to contract polio in 
Canada. She refers to her¬ 


self as a Type A personality, 
determined never to allow 
the illness to stop her from 
doing anything she wanted 
to do—and it hasn’t. 

It also hasn’t stopped 
her from going door-to- 
door in January, collecting 
for the annual campaign, 
which is no longer collect¬ 
ing dimes just for polio sur¬ 
vivors but raising money, 
with a goal of more than $1 
million this year, to help 
people with arthritis, stroke 
survivors, Multiple 

Sclerosis, Cerebral Palsy, 
Parkinson’s and Muscular 
Dystrophy sufferers and 
people with acquired brain 
injury—anyone with a 
physical disability. 

It offers programs to 
improve mobility and self- 
confidence for people with 
disabilities, recreation and 
social opportunities, 
employment support, fund¬ 


ing for mobility devices 
and home and vehicle 
modification, accessibility 
services, advocacy and 

It has also designed a 
post-polio program to 
increase awareness and 
research of the effects of 
the disease on people as 
they age. 

The Thorold regional 
office, likely because of the 
senior population in 
Niagara, is one of the 
busiest in the province, says 
Wilson. 

The team captain says 
there are about 35 volun¬ 
teers organized to step out 
and knock on doors, when 
the weather isn’t too bad, 
in the Old Town and Virgil.

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History comes to life for students 
with launch of bicentennial map

When most students learn 
about Canadian history, they 
do so from reading text¬ 
books. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake stu¬ 
dents, though, have the 
unique opportunity of re-liv- 
ing some of their country’s 
significant history lessons by 
living in the oldest town in 
Canada. 

On Feb. 1, students from 
Parliament Oak School will 
head to Queen’s Park to 
take part in the official 
unveiling of a Bicentennial 
Map outlining some of 
Niagara’s most historic sites 
and paths. 

The map is being distrib¬ 
uted to Grade 7 through 
Grade 12 students, museums 
and tourism outlets in 
Niagara. 

“It will be a great teaching 
tool that will allow teachers 
to physically show their stu¬ 
dents some of the history in 
their own backyard,” said 
the school’s principal, 
Charlene Hadfield. 

The map features 125 
points of interest related to 
the War of 1812 organized 
along six historical trails, 
including Brock’s Last Ride, 
Fort George to Stoney 
Creek, Laura Secord’s Trek 
and the Last American 
Invasion. 

Each has a historical nar¬ 
rative which describes the 
events associated with it. 


Three students from 
Parliament Oak’s student 
council were chosen to rep¬ 
resent the Niagara region at 
the official ceremony being 
held at the Lieutenant 
Governor’s office in 
Toronto. 

Hadfield said she t hink s it 
will be a great opportunity 
for the students to see how a 
real parliament operates 
and hopes they can bring 
that knowledge back to their 
own student council. 

The formal affair doesn’t 
have Lila Bata-Walsh wor¬ 
ried. The Grade 8 student 
said she is excited to see who 
will be at the presentation. 

“Being chosen to go is 
really cool,” she said. “I 
t hink it will be really inter¬ 
esting to see who is going to 
be there, why they are there 
and how it will affect them.” 

The map is already avail¬ 
able online by going to 
www.discoverl812.com. The 
website also features many 
other historical facts that 
will interest anyone living in 
Niagara. 

Hadfield said she hopes 
the students gain a sense of 
pride from reading the map. 

“It’s great to have the kids 
get a better understanding 
of where they’re from, then- 
roots and what helped shape 
Niagara-on-the-Lake into 
what it is today.” 

She said more field trips 
and hikes could be imple¬ 
mented into the curriculum 
thanks to the detailed map.

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St. Davids principal investigating child care needs 


Niagara-on-the-Lake 
public schools will not be 
offering all-day kinder¬ 
garten when doors open in 
September—the school 
board has chosen other 
schools throughout the 
region—but St. Davids 
could be providing day care 
by September if parents 
would use it. 

Tony D’Alessandro, prin¬ 
cipal at St. Davids Public 


School, is conducting a sur¬ 
vey to determine whether 
parents need care for 
school-aged children out¬ 
side school hours. If there is 
enough interest, the school 
will request tenders for a 
licensed child-care centre 
for children between the 
ages of four and 12, with 
hours to reflect what par¬ 
ents request. 

The centre could open at 



students until 
school begins, and remain 
open until 6 p.m. for after¬ 
school care. It could also 
accommodate half-day 
kindergarten students, says 
D’Alessandro. 

“We’re just trying to get 
as much information as we 
can about what parents 
might need, before we put it 
out to tender. Everybody’s 
doing different things and 
everybody’s situation is dif¬ 
ferent, so we need to find 
out what their needs and 

D’Alessandro had hoped, 
with a brand new addition 
to St. Davids for junior and 
senior kindergarten stu¬ 
dents to be completed by 
September, to be one of the 
schools to offer full day 
kindergarten classes, but 
that isn’t to be—at least not 
this year. 

All schools, according to 
the province, should be 


offering all-day kinder¬ 
garten by 2015. 

In the meantime, a child 
care centre could help par¬ 
ents who need half-day care 
for their children, he said. 

He is estimating the cen¬ 
tre would need 15 children 
daily to make it financially 
viable, but once he has 
gathered his information 
and put it out to tender, the 
exact hours and cost would 
be up to the provider to
